, CHICAGO, June 7—There'’s at 
least one school in Chicago where 
it’- more profitable to be janitor 
than principal. 

Dr. George D. Strayer, Columbia 
University expert in school admin- 
istration who has made a survey 
of the Chicago schools, told a meet- 
ing of 4000 teachers yesterday the 
head janitor of one school was be- 
ing paid $5750 and the principal 
only $4000. 

“Of all the incongruities I have 
ever seen,” said Dr. Strayer, “a 
head janitor getting more than a 
principal takes the prize.” 

In a recent report of his survey 
Dr. Strayer recommended to the 
Board of Education that salaries of 
all janitors. be cut 21 per cent to 
effect a huge saving. 


U. S, GUNBOAT FIRES ON 
CHINESE TROOPS ON YANGTZE 


Repulses Attack on British River 
Boats During Transfer of 
$110,000 in Cash.

SHANGHAI, June %7.—The Ex- 


change Telegraph reported today 
that the United States gunboat 
Oahu had fired on Chinese soldiers 
who were attacking the British 
river steamers, Wanliu and Kiawo. 
The Oahu’s gunners drove off the 
attack with many casualties. 

The Wanliu was carrying $100,- 
000 in cash when she ran aground 
last night in the upper Yangtze 
River, 40 miles below the town of 
Chungking. The Kiawo came 
alongside and started taking off the 
money, cargo and passengers, when 
a large of number of Chinese soil- 
Tele- 
graph described as men of the 
regular army. appeared and de- 
manded the money. 

When the demand was refused 
there was gunfire. The master of 
the Kiawo signalled for assistance 
and the U. S. S. Oahu approached 
and stood by. The firing ceased, 
but the Oahu remained throughout 
the night. This morring the fire 
was resumed by the Chinese  sol- 
diers. The Oahu, the dispatches 
said, replied with heavy guns and 
machine guns, silencing the raiders 
and causing many casualties in 
their ranks. Later in the day the 
Kiawo moved up the river with 
the money, passengers and cargo of 
the Wanliu. The disabled steamer 
remained hard aground with the 
Oahu still standing by. 


PUBLIC SALE OF TICKETS 
TO REPUBLICAN CONVENTION 


This Method Used by Chicago Com- 
mittee to Raise Guarantee 
Fund.

CHICAGO, June 7.— Tickets to 
a major political convention went 
on sale for the first time in his- 
tory today as the Chicago Citizens’ 
Guarantee Fund Committee offered 
seats at the Republican national 
convention to the general public. 

The prices for single days of two 
sessions each were $3.40 for second 
balcony: $4.40 for first balcony and 
$8 for mezzanine. Tickets for the 
Democratic national convention be- 
ginning June 27 will go on sale 
June 20. The local committee de- 
cided to sell tickets to help raise 
guarantee funds. In past years 
contributors to such funds received 
one ticket for each $100 donated 
and their numbers were large 
enough to fill convention halls. 


TAX BILL SENDS DOLLAR UP

‘RARE RUSSIAN 
DRUG” INVOLVED 


Defense Asserts Firm Seeks 
Compensation for Loss of 
Chemicals Not in Its 


Possession. 


In a statement to a jury in Fed- 


eral Court today in defense of 2 


$125,000 suit on fire insurance 
policies by the Crandley Corpora- 
tion, chemical manufacturers, Wil- 
liam 8. Hoggsett, attorney for the 
insurance companies, said he would 
show that the company was at- 
tempting to “perpetrate a gigantic 


swindle and fraud” in connection | 


with the suit. 

The suit, against 12 companies, 
involves the alleged loss of a large 
amount of what Hoggsett described 
asa “rare Russian drug” known as 
santonin, which the company al- 
leges was destroyed in a fire at 
the plant, 804 North Levee street. 
March 9, 1930. HMoggsett said he 
would show the drug was not in 
the company’s possession. 

He charged that the company was 
organized with the one apparent 
purpose of realizing on insurance 
claims through destruction of the 
drug in a fire. Ostensibly, he 
charged the drug was used in the 
manufacture of a product known 
as ““Wee-Evil” so potent that cot- 
tonseed might be dipped in it, 
planted, and the cotton plants from 
the seed would be immune to the 
ravages of the boll weevil. Hogg- 
sett said he would introduce testi- 
mony of Department of Agriculture 
experts to show that the claims for 
the product were false. 

In its proof of loss of $139,488, 
the company said it had 422 kilo- 
grams of santonin valued at $122,- 
300. The attorney said he would 
shew that the Cosmetics Sales and 
Importing Co., from whieh the 
company is supposed to have 
bought santonin, was in reality a 
dummy company operated by Ar- 
thur G. Whittaker. general man- 
ager of the Brandley Corporation. 
Proofs of loss, according to Hogs- 
sett, were not sent to the insur- 
ance companies through the mails 
but by express. 

The defense attorney charged 
that the company had been re- 
fused insurance by at least two con- 
cerns, that several small policies it 
had carried by other companies 
had been canceled and that about 
March 1, 1930, it had sent out a 
local insurance broker not repre- 
senting any insurance company to 
get all the insurance that might be 
obtained. The policies on which 
suit is being brought were signed 
five days before the fire occurred 
and were granted only in a $125,- 
000 binder policy for 15 days. 

Misrepresentation of the com- 
pany’s assets and liabilities to 
Bradstreets’ and to an inspector for 
the Laclede Insurance Agency Co., 
which wrote the insurance, was 
also charged in the opening state- 
ment. Hoggsett said he would show 
that two members of the 
pany were known to police. He 
also said the fire would be shown 
to be incendiary. .

“Born a Teetotaler.” 

My tion nay surprise you, 
as it many of my friends. I 
was born a teetotaler; all my 
life I have been a teetotaler on 
principle. Neither my father 
nor his father ever tasted a drop 
of intoxicating liquor, nor have 
I, My mother and her mother 
were among the dauntless wom- 
en of their day, who, hating the 
horrors of drunkenness, were oft- 
en found with bands of women 
of like mind, praying on their 
knees in the saloons in their ar- 
dent desire to save men from 
the evils that so commonly 
sprang from those sources of in- 
iquity. Although a teetotaler on 
principle and in practice, 1 have 
always stood for whatever meas- 
ure seemed at the time to give 
promise of best promoting tem- 
perance. With my father, I for 
years supported the Anti-Saloon 
League in both its state and na- 
tional work. It was at one time 
reported that our contributions 
toward the passage of the eight- 
eenth amendment amounted to 
between $15,000,000 and $30,- 
000,000. As I have previously 
stated, from fhe year 1900 up 
to and including the date of the 
passage of the eighteenth 
amendment, the contributions of 
my father and myself to all 
branches of the Anti-Saloon 
League, Federal and state—the 
only contributions made by us 
in support of prohibition legisla- 
tion—aggregated $350,000. 
Declares Prohibition Has Failed. 

When the eighteenth amend- 
ment was passed I earnestly 
hoped with a host of advocates 
of temperance that it would_be 
generally supported by public 
opinion and thus the day be 
hastened when the value to so- 
ciety of men with minds and 
bodies free from the undermin- 
ing effects of alcohol would be 
generally realized. That this 
has not been the result, but 
rather that drinking generally 
has increased; that the speak- 
easy has replaced the saloon, 
not only unit for unit, but prob- 
ably two-fold if not three-fold; 
that a vast army of lawbreak- 
ers has been recruited and fi- 
nanced on a colossal scale: that 
many of our

likely to lead to conditions un- 
speakably worse than those 
which prevailed before. 


It is not to be expected that 
the repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment will in itself end all 
these evils and restore public re- 
spect for law. I believe, how- 
ever, that its repeal is a pre- 
requisite to the attainment of 
that goal. I am informed that, 
should repeal become effective, 
all the, machinery for control- 
ling the liquor traffic built up in 

e respective states and in the 

tion through the many years 
prior to the enactment of the 
eighteenth amendment, would, 
with few exceptions, be in force, 
strengthened by various Federal 
laws and court decisions having 
to do with the regulation of in- 
terstate commerce. Moreover, 
were the eighteenth amendment 
to be repealed, sufficient time 
ought to be given before repeal 
became effective, to permit the 
legisla- 
tive action representing public 
opinion to set up such new safe- 
guards or methods with refer- 
ence to the handling of alco- 
holic beverages as seemed best 
calculated to insure adequate 
and proper control of the traf- 
fic in the interest of temperance, 
and at the same time safeguard 
the normal liberty of action of 
the individual. 

Outright Repeal Needed. 

There are many who, feeling 
as I do that the eighteenth 
amendment has not accom- 
plished the object which its en- 
actment sought to attain, would 
willingly favor its repeal were 
some alternate method that gave 
promise of better results offered 
as a substitute. In my judg- 
ment, it will be so difficult for 
our people as a whole to agree 
in advance on what the substi- 
tute should be, and so unlikely 
that any one method will fit the 
entire nation, that repeal will 
be far less possible if .coupled 
with an alternate meastre. For 
that reason, I the more strongly 
approve the simple, clear-cut 
position you are proposing to 
recommend and which I shall 
count it not only a duty but a 
privilege to support. 

My hope is that the tremen- 
dous effort put forth in behalf 
of the eighteenth amepdment 
by millions of earnest consecrat- 
ed people wil] be continued in 
effective support of practical 
measures for the promotion of 
genuine temperance. To that 
cause my own efforis will ever 
be devoted.

Oliver T. Remmers, chairman of 
the Election Board, former Circuit 
Judge Harry E. Sprague and Theo- 
dore F. Lange were appointed Po- 
lice Commissioners today by Gov. 
Caulfield to fill the three vacancies 
on the Police Board. 

Remmers will be president of the 
Police Board, succeeding former 
Mayor Henry W. Kiel, who resigned 
recently to run for the Republican 
nomination for United States Sen- 


ator. 

Miss Emma J. Bobb, now chief 
clerk of the Election Board and a 
recognized expert on Missouri elec- 
tion laws, was appointed chairman 
of the Election Board to succeed 
Remmers. 

The appointments are effective as 
soon as the appointees qualify. 
Remmers is named for the term of 
Daniel Bartlett, expiring Jan. 1, 
1934. His appointment will be sub- 
ject to confirmation by the State 
Senate next year. 

Police Board members theoreti- 
cally select their own officers, but 
it is the Governor’s intention that 
Remmers shall be made president. 

Sprague’s appointment is for the 
unexpired term of former Mayor 
Frederick H. Kreismann, ending 
next Jan. 1. Lange’s term will ex- 
pire’ Jan. 1. 

In a formal statement, before an- 
nouncing Lange's appointment, 
Gov. Caulfield said: 

“In making new appointments to 
the Police Board in St. Louis in 
lieu of those who have resigned, I 
wish to express my appreciation for 
the services rendered by the retir- 
ing members. They have been ex- 
cellent officials. 

“The two new members, Mr. 
Remmers and Judge Sprague, are 
outstanding citizens of proved abil- 
ity and considerable experience in 
public office. I have no doubt that 
under the board as newly consti- 
tuted, the police force in St. Louis 
will continue to function efficient-

Senate Votes, 41 to 36; | 
Against Month Without 
Pay for Federal Em- 
ployes; Action Leaves 
Flat 10 Pct. Cut in Bill. 


REORGANIZATIONS 
“ARE SANCTIONED

WASHINGTON, June 7.-—The 
Senate today rejected the Hoover 
furlough plan proposed as a sub- 
stitute for a 10 per cent Govern< 
ment pay cut, by a vote of 41 to 36. 

The Senate struck from the bill 
the provisions intended to save 
$48,000,000 dy curtailing allow<« 
ances to war veterans. 

Under the plan advocated by 
President Hoover and sponsored in 
the Senate by Senator Moses 
(Rep.), New Hampshire, officers 
and employes paid on an annual 
basis would have been furloughed 
without pay for one month of the 
next fiscal year. Government work- 
ers on a per day basis would have 
been placed on a five-day week 
with proportionately reduced 
wages. 

The action left the flat 10 per 
cent pay cut on all Government sal- 
aries of $1000 and more in the 
economy bill. ‘ 

The Senate later voted to cut 
the annual leave of Federal em- 
ployes, with pay, from 30 to 15 
days, to save $22,000,000. 

Among Plans Accepted. 

The Senate accepted an amend- 
ment by its Economy Committee 
providing that department heads 
may furlough employes without 
pay instead of dismissing them out- 
right when it is necessary ‘> reduce 
personnel to keep within appropria- 
tions. ; 

A section giving preference, in 
making an appointment, to a per- 
son whose husband or wife is not 
also in the Government service was 
approved. 

Among the other items agreed to 
was reorganization of the Shipping 
Board, passed by the House, and 
estimated to save $2,362,000. 

The Senate approved an amend- 
ment to reduce by 10 per cent ap- 
propriations for public construction 
projects on which contracts have 
not been let. 

A committee amendment limit- 
ing Government rentals to 15 per 
cent of the fair market value of 
leased buildings was adopted after 
the Senate rejected a proposal by 
Senator Blaine (Rep.). Wisconsin, 
to make the limitation 10 per eent. 
An amendment authorizing the 
President to reorganize and merge 
governmental activities touching on 
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Month, and All Other 
Rates on July 1. 


HOOVER SIGNS FOR 
' ‘THIS ADDED BURDEN’ 
Acts Soon After Senate 


Passes Measure Following 


Debate on Taxing User of 
Electricity — New Move 
in House Against Levy.

WASHINGTON, June 7.— The 
new revenue bill, passed by Con- 
gress, the Senate acting finally late 
yesterday, and signed by the Pres- 
ident, now is law. It is estimated 
that it will pour $1,118,500,000 into 
the Treasury during the fiscal year 
which Legins July 1, and give the 
country, together with economies 
in Government, a balanced budget. 

The majority of tae new rates, 
excises, sales, admission, tariffs 
and stamp taxes will go into effect 
in 15 days, or on June 21. They 
will be imposed until July 1, 1934 
The new high income rates are ap- 
plicable to the earnings of the cur- 
rent calendar year zd will be pay- 
able on next year’s returns, as are 
the inheritance and gift rates. The 
postal increased rates wil] become 
effective in 30 days. Regular levies 
will become effective at the begin- 
ning of the 1933 fiscal year, July 1. 

Here are some of the excise 
rates: Automobile, 3 per cent; 
candy, 2; electrical energy, 3 per 
cent of sales for domestic and com- 
mercial purposes; gasoline, 1 cent 
a gallon; checks, 2 cents each. 

The method of collecting the new 
duties will be announced soon by 
the Internal Revenue Bureau. 

Some of Yields . 

Of the law’s total expected yield, 
‘the excise taxes ranging from elec- 
tric power to cosmetics, from auto- 
mobiles to candy, are to bring in 
$450,500,000. 

Miscellaneous taxes, which in- 
clude charges on telephone and 
telegraph messages, admission tick- 
ets, oil pipe lines, safe deposit 
boxes, bank checks and boats, are 
counted on for $152,000,000. 

From income taxes, personal and 
corporation, with many adminis- 
trative changes reducing possible 
deductions, a total of $299,000,000 
is to be drawn. 

Postal rate increases, including 
3-cent letter postage, are estimated 
at $160,000,000. Stamp taxes on 
bond and stock issues, and on 
transfers, futures nd conveyances, 
are listed at $45,500,000. 

Gift taxes, the four tariffs on 
coal, oil, lumber and copper, ac- 
count for the balance. 

Vote and Hoover Statement. 

The bill went through the Sen- 
ate by a vote of 46 to 35. ‘The op- 
ponents were 11 Republicans, most- 
ly from the independent wing, 23

CTD BY CITY BOARD 


Director Brooks Charges Op- 
erators Have Not Complied 
With New Insurance Law. 


Service car drivers of every city 
line were cited by the Board of 
Public Service today to appear at 
a hearing Tuesday morning at 10 
o'clock to show cause why their li- 
censes should not be revoked for 
failure to comply with the city’s 
liability insurance regulations. 


The board acted on a recommen- 
dation of Director of Streets and 
Sewers Brooks, who called atten- 
tion to the fact that the drivers 
have not met the terms of the or- 
dinance approved April 14 which 
requires them to carry insurance. 
in a company approved by the 
Comptroller. 

Harry J. Cantwell, attorney for 
the United Service Car Drivers’ 
Association, which operates 347 
service cars in St. Louis, said the 
insurance was carried in a Chi- 
cago company licensed by the State 
to do business in Missouri and that 
any effort to revoke licenses of 
drivers on that score would be re- 
sisted in the courts. 

Brooks said he had been advised 
by City Counselor Muench that l- 
censes of service car drivers, most 
ok which were issued in February 
for a one-year term, may be re- 
voked if they fail to comply with 
the ordinance approved in April. 

The license, Muench held, does 
not constitute a contract between 
the city and the drivers, and the 
city is justified in using its police 
power to make whatever regula- 
tions may be deemed necessary for 
the public safety. 

The insurance carried by service 
car drivers provides a maximum of 
$5000 liability for an injury to one 
person of a total of $10,000 if more 
than one person is injured, and a 
maximum of $5000 in property 
damage coverage.

What became of $18,000 of the 
estate of Vincenzo LoLordo, dry 
be peddler who died seven years 
ago, is the subject of inquiry in 
Circuit Court where LoLordo's 
brother, John, administrator for 
the estate, is seeking to iearn 
whether some of its assets were 
concealed by Verne R. C. Lacy, for- 


merly attorney for the administra- 
tor. 

Lacy was on the witness stand 
before a jury in Judge Green's 
court all day yesterday. He denied 
that he had concealed any assets 
and produced receipted bills and 
court orders to account for some 
of the funds which passed through 
his hands as attorney for the ad- 
ministrator. 

Not all transactions, however, 
were similarly accounted for and 
Lacy testified that he nad paid 
many bills without obtaining re- 
ceipts. Most matters in connection 
with the estate, he said, had been 
handled by associates in his office, 
and no books were kept of the 
transactions. Some of his own 
money, he testified, was deposited 
in an account which he established 
as trustee for mortgaged property 
in the estate. 

The dispute hinges on the sale 
of two parcels of real estate ownea 
by Vincenzo LoLordo. John 
LoLordo, the administrator, con- 
tends none of the proceeds, which 
he says were $18,000, were turned 
over to him. 

The properties were sold for 
$28,600, but were encumbered by 
mortgage’ and back taxes. Lacy 
testified he negotiated the sale not 
as attorney for the administrator, 
but as trustee under the mortgages, 
and’ maintains that he rendered au 
accounting of the proceeds to John 
LoLordo. 

Lacy testified that when Vin- 
cenzo LoLordo bought the prop- 
erties in 1922 he had advanced him 
$3500 and that he holds a claim 
for $25,000 against the estate, 
which was assigned to him by John 
LoLerdo. 

The case was originally in Pro- 
bate Court but was removed to the 
Circuit Court on a change of venue 
taken by Lacy, who alleged Probate 
Judge Holtcamp was prejudicea 
against him. In another hearing 
Judge Holtcamp had ordered Lacy 
to pay $2280 to LoLordo’s widow, 
and Lacy had appealed.

APARTMENT FIRE 


Four Bodies Recovered and 
About Twenty , Injured 


Are Taken to Hospital— 


Many Rescues.

CLEVELAND, O., June 7.— 
Eleven persons are dead and 12 
others missing in an explosion and 
fire which swept a downtown 
apartment building early today. 
Four bodies had been brought out 
of the ruins and firemen had 
sighted seven others. 

About 30 more were burned or 
injured, while many others haa 
narrow escapes. 

The search began five hours after 
an explosion shook the six-story 
building at East Ninth street and 
Superior avenue, in the heart o1 
the downtown area, at 12:30 a. m. 
Flames which engulfed the upper 
five stories occupied by the Elling- 
ton apartments had  préventea 
rescue workers from entering pre- 
viously. 

There were about 200 residents in 
the apartments, it was estimated 
by Alva Bradley, manager of the 
M. A. Bradley estate, which owns 
the building. 

Dozens of persons ran down fire 
Fescapes, many screaming women 
were rescued by N firemen and 
passersby, and others jumped into 
fire nets. Most of the victims 
were in night clothing. One wom- 
an, her nightgown ablaze, jumped 
from a {fifth-floor window and 
landed on the roof of a one-story 
adjacent building. 

The dead were C. W. Warnicke, 
68 years old, who apparently was 
overcome by smoke and flames, 
and Mrs. Anna Mitchell, 70, a 
charwoman whose body was badly 
burned, and two unidentified 
women. 

Gordon Cochrane, catcher of tho 
Philadelphia American League 
baseball team, and Ivan Peterman, 
Philadelphia sports writer travel- 
ing with the team, ran to the scene, 
obtained a ladder, climbed the ad- 
joining low building and helped 
three girls to safety. 

Bradley, who also is a shipping 
magnate and owner of the Cleye- 
land baseball club, said the loss 
would run as high as $500,000. He 
said some residents told him they 
noticed gas and that it might have 
been possible the explosion was 
caused by gas. 

The Ellington at one time was 
one of the most exclusive residence 
apartments in Cleveland. Most of 
its occupants were middle-aged per- 
sons. who had lived there many 
years. 

Police arson squads found sev- 
eral cans of alcohol in the base- 
ment and announced the discovery 
warranted a grand jury investiga- 
tion into the fire.

TESTIMONY GIVEN 
IN SUIT INVOLVING | 


Mrs. Mary Wunsch, 72, 
Seeks to Have Herself 
Declared Reuben Musick’s 
Adopted Daughter. 


Oral testimony was begun today 
in the suit of Mrs. Mary Wunsch, 
72 years old, to have herself de- 
clared the adopted daughter of 
Reuben Musick, Florissant miller 
and ferrymap, who died in 1871, 
leaving an estate of 2000 acres of 
land in St. Louis County and the 
city. 

Counsel agreed yesterday to dis- 
continue reading depositions which 
compose the greater part of the 
evidence and to submit the state- 
ments to Circuit Judge Hall to be 
read at his leisure. 

Witnesses whose depositions were 
read yesterday told ef knowing 
Mrs. Wunsch as “little Mary Mu- 
sick’’ prior to the death of Musick's 
wife in 1870. At that time, Mrs. 
Wunsch contends, she was sent to 
live with a distant relative, 
eventually married and came to St, 
Louis. She and her husband, 
Adolph Wunsch, a retired tobacco 
worker, live at 2104A South Elev- 
enth street. Her suit is the first 
step to lay claim to lands now val- 
ued at more than $2.000,000. 


Former Slave a Witness. 

Joe Hendricks, 74-year-old Negro 
and former slave of a neighbor of 
the Musicks, said he played with 
“little Mary Musick” as a child, 
and identified Mrs. Wunsch as 
‘little Mary” by a scar over her 
right eye. He said the scar had 
been caused by a chain on a wind- 
lass at the Musick well which 
struck the child in the face, and 
told of witnessing the accident, Mr. 
and Mrs. Musick, he said, had often 
spoken of accepting “little Mary” 
in their home as their own child. 

Identification by the scar also 
was mentioned in the deposition of 
Mrs. Anna Carter of Alton, a grand- 
niece of Mrs. Musick, who said she 
had formerly lived at Spanish Lake, 
and had gone to the Musick home 
with her mother, who sewed for 
the family. She told of the acci- 
dent and said that although she 
did not see Mrs. Wunsch from 
1870 to 1930 she recognized her by 
the scar. Mrs. Carter said she had 
heard the Musicks say they were 
going to adopt the child living with: 
them. 

Mrs. Laura Belle Fry of Black 
Jack, also a grandniece of the Mu- 
sicks, said little Mary’ had dis- 
placed her in their affections. 
“After Mary went to live with them 
they told me I was no longer their 
littie girl.“ Mrs. Fry testified, add- 
ing that they had spoken of adopt- 
ing the child. 

Defendants Deny Adoption. 

The 75 defendants in the suit, 
whose property is affected, are 
seeking to show that the Musicks 
never had adopted the child or in- 
tended to do so. In addition, they 
are preparing to present evidence 
to show that Musick’s estate was 
not partitioned among collateral 
heirs until four years after his 
death and that ample public notice 
was given before the land was sold 
to other persons and records en- 
tered in court. 

A large part of the land lies in 
and near Florissant, and includes 
the $250,000 home of Joseph Des- 
loge, north of Florissant, and many 
other fine residences and estates. 

Mrs. Wunsch is represented by 
Harvey B. Cox of the law firm of 
Foristel, Mudd, Blair & Habenicht 
and Carl Dubinsky of Dubinsky & 
Duggan. Attorneys for the defend- 
ants include Christy M. Farrar, 
Walter Wehrle, Alfred H. Kerth, 
George Wolff, John B. Dale and 
Fred H. Williams, former Judge of 
the Missouri Supreme Court. 


DONIPHAN SUIT TRANSFERRED 


City Seeking Preferred Claim on 
Funds in Closed Bank. 

JEFFERSON CITY, June- 7.— 
The Supreme Court en banc has 
ordered transferred to the Spring- 
field Court of Appeals a suit by 
the City of Doniphan, seeking to 
gain a preference claim for a $9258 
deposit in the failed Ripley County 
Bank. The bank closed Nov. 29, 
1930. 

The city was denied preference 
by Eugene McGee, Special Deputy 
Finance Commissioner, and McGee 
was upheld in Circuit Court. The 
case was sent to the Springfield 
court because the record “fails to 
show the amount in dispute ex- 
ceeds 37500.“ In this, the court 
ruled the amount in dispute was 
the difference between an ordinary 
and preference claim, and not the 
mount of the deposit.

Mrs. L. A. Glaser Is Aspirant for

To Encourage Initiativ 
By the new decree the, Govern- 
ment hopes to overcome this situa- 
tion, providing greater inducement 
for individual initiative to increase 
crops, and at the same time sup- 
plement its system of centralized 
distribution by a measure of pri- 
vate trade. 
Simultaneously, vigorous steps 
are being taken to improve the 
supplies of manufactured articles 
in the villages. 
“Hand-in-hand with our indus- 
trial development,” said the new 
decree signed by Molotov, president 
of the Council of People’s Commis- 
sars, and Stalin, Secretary-General 
of the Communist party, “possibili- 
ties havé been created for a large 
increase in manufactured goods for 
the satisfaction of rural needs. 
This becomes an important source 
of supply of the cities (by induc- 
ing the peasants to work better) 
but we have now found it possible 
to adopt a new means of supplying 
the urban population—by allowing 
collectives and individual peasants 
to sell part of their own produots. 
Our main problem is increasing the 
trade turnover between cities and 
villages, and to improve the urban 
supply it is necessary now to util- 
ize both methods.”

Addresses and discussions dealt 
exclusively with merchandising and 
credit methods, all designed to as- 
sure profits, depression or not. 
“Quick turnover at a profit ws the 
secret of success in any retail tusi- 
ness,” declared John A. Cowan, 


Kansas City, “and it matters ittle 
what an 


thing that matters is—have you 
foresight? Before you buy, look 
ahead. If you haven't got fore- 


‘sight, get out of the grocery busi- 
ness before you are pushed out.” 

Cowan pointed out that 65 per 
cent of the average grocer’s busi- 
ness was in. perishable supplies, 
which must be sold promptly. He 
attacked the sales argument that 
“an article well bought is half- 
sold.“ 

“Nothing Ever Half-Sold.” 
“Nothing is ever  half-sold,” 
Cowan -assertec. “It’s either sold 
or on your shelf where it devours 
profits, principal and everything in 
sight until there is nothing left of 
your business but the shell. 

“The grocereyman’s business is 
one part buying and many parts 
selling. A man may buy a world of 
goods but without a sale there is no 
profit. Selling should foliow so fast 
on the heels of buying that Con- 
gress would cause your arrest for 
short selling.” 

Defining profit what is left after 
every cost has been deducted, 
Cowan emphasized that the time 
element must be included, and said 
that “the last can of a dozen, if it 
stays on the shelf, may eat up the 
profits on the 11 sold.” He quoted 
percentages to illustrate what he 
described as the best method of 
figuring returns in the retail gro- 
cery business, based on net profits 
in the selling price rather than on 
the cost price. 

Declaring that “our only excuse 
for being in business is to make 
money.“ Cowan referred to the av- 
erage grocery clerk as “an order 
taker,” and stressed the need of 
better salesmen. 

“No Room for Charity.” 
“Intense competition and ruth- 
less commercialism will be with us 


in this struggle there is no room 
for charity, sympathy or the 
maintenance of inefficiency in sell- 
ing forces. Every salesman has a 
value in cold dollars and cents 
placed upon him by a standard es- 
tablished by the independent gro- 
cer’s greatest competitors.” 

After telling of sales training 
classes and methods of stimulating 
extra sales, he concluded: 

“The secret of profit in selling 
lies in extra sales that are made 
without increasing the over-all ex-

Dr. Eliot’s Addrez: +. 

The Rev. Dr. “liot, who deliv- 
ered the baccalaureate address, 
spoke on “A Free University in a 
Free State,“ recalling that the 
charter of Washington University 
provides it shall be forever free of 
religious or political control. Dr. 
Eliot was born here in 1866. He 
recalled that his father’s class of 
1862 at the univerrity presented 
Him with a silver cup, describing 
him as an “alumnus” of the insti- 
tution. It was not until 1888 that 
the speaker received his degree of 
Bachelor of Arts there. 

Dr. Eliot remarked that the uni- 
versity was celebrating not only 
the anniversary of its establish 
ment, but the two hundredth anni- 
versary of George Washington's 
birth. He declared that the name 
of Washington was chosen for the 
school deliberately, as standing for 
an American university of the peo- 
ple, to teach love of country and 
faithfulness to God and truth. 
After describing the distinction 
between State, church and free 
universities, Dr. Eliot declared: 
“There is no inherent reason why 
the churches should be conserva- 
tors of ignorance, nor why univer- 
sities should acquire more and more 
intelligence about everything ex- 
cept religion. Looking around us 
and ahead then, We find evidence of 
two struggles likely to increase in 
intensity for years to come—the 
struggle for constitutional liberty 
and the struggle for the rehabili- 
tation of religion.” 

Religion and the University. 

In this connection, Dr. Eliot re- 
ferred to tendencies towards mak- 
ing the State, meaning the national 
Government, absolute. He contin- 
ued: 

“IT am prepared to be told that 
the free university, like the State 
university, must keep hands off 
religion. In a recent book on uni- 
versity administration it is stated 
that The religious life of the stu- 
Gents in the American universities 
and colleges that ai> not strictly 
sectarian is commonl: regarded as 
being technically outside the feld 
of university administration.’ The 
bias of my nature is such that I 
cannot understand this. I see no 
more reason why the religious life 
of students should be outside the 
field of university administration 
than athletics: or „hy universities 
may spend millions and millions on 
stadiums and coaches but may not 
spend thousands on chapels and 
chaplains. The special difficulties 
are admittedly great but not in- 
superable. The chief difficulty is 
the finding of men.“ 

Dr. Eliot suggested that it would 
not be improper for a free univer- 
sity to inquire into the general at- 
titude of an appliant for the fac- 
ulty on the history, philosophy and 
practice of religion. He concluded: 
“I do not contend for the dis- 
placement of either state or church 
universities, but I do contend for 
the creation and maintenance of 
free universities whose failures 
might be the worst thing that could 
happen either to the state univer- 
sity or the church university and 
one of the worst things that could 
happen whether to the state itself 
or to the church itself. A free 
university in a free state is set to 
teach both church and state and to 
fill the world with worthy uses of 
freedom.

Bill Collection Agency 


Their Loss on Patients Who Do Not Pay 
$100,000 Annually—Plan to Have Law- 
yers Arrange for Clients’ Accounts. 


Nine of the principal St. Louistal, the association includes the 


hospitals have organized a credit 
association as a means of reduc- 
ing an estimated annual loss of 
$150,000 on patients who fail to 


pay. This estimate is for all the 
hospitals in the city. The nine in 
the association compute their loss 
at $100,000. 

The Rev. Joe P. Jacobs, credit 
manager of Missouri Baptist Hos- 
pital and president of the newly 
formed St. Louis Hospitai Credit 
Association, in estimating the an- 
nual bad debt loss, referred to the 
figure as “conservative” and said 
the association represented the 
first co-operative collection of hos- 
pital accounts medium in the coun- 
try. 

Besides Missouri Baptist Hospi- 


Lutheran, Jewish, Barnes, Chris- 
tian, St. Luke’s, Bethesda, Deacon- 
ess and St. Louis Children’s Hos- 
pitals. Other officers of the asso- 


ciation are P. Elmiger, credit man- 


ager of St. Luke's, vice president, 
and Miss C. L. Steiner, credit man- 
ager of Barnes, secretary-treasurer. 
Membership in the association is 
open to all local hospitals and it 
is anticipated that others will join. 


Policy in Accident Cases. 

Although the constitution of the 
credit association was adopted only 
a few weeks ago, a system of in- 
terchange of credit information 
has been in operation since Jan. 
1. and several proposals are under 
consideration by member hospitals 
to reduce losses on accident cases. 

The association is urging adop-

tion of a rule requiring attorneys 
representing accident victims to ar- 
range with the patiem for the pay- 
ment of his bills while he is in the 
hospital. It has gone into effect in 
some hospitals. 

“If a reputable attorney will as- 
sist the patient te care for the hos- 
pital bills,” the Rev. Mr. Jacobs 
explained, “it inspires confidence 
in the patient that the xttorney is 
more than confident of a satisfac- 
tory settlement. It will cause at- 
tornzys to settle many times for a 
fair consideration when otherwise 
there would be a tendency to con- 
tend for a larger amount and delay 
settlement.” 

A letter outlining the accident 
case situation sent by the associa- 
tion to several prominent attorneys 
evoked .a favorable response, one 
firm instituting a rule to guarantce 
patients’ bills. 


Central Clearing Office. 

While the present operation of 
the association is carried on 
through the co-operative work of 
the separate credit departments it 
is anticipated eventually to estab- 
lish a central clearing office, its 
expenses to be borne by the hospi- 
tals on a percentage system of col- 
lections. 

The Rev. Mr. Jacobs estimated 
the nine association members have 
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now about 6000 unpaid accounts for the staff doctors in the mem-

classified according to amounts. 
The lists are indexed at each hos- 
pital. When a patient enters and 
his name is found on the list a tel. 
ephone call is made to ascertain 
whether the bill has been paid 
since it was listed. 

If a patient entering 4 hospital 
discloses he has been a patient in 
another hospital a check is made 
to see if he paid his bill there. 

“We have already learned that 
a large number of people have 
accounts unpaid in several hos- 
pitals,” said the Rev. Mr. Jacobs, 
“and their names are noted by 
each of us as a check against in- 
creasing the number.” 

Further proposals to alleviate 
the hospital credit situation here, 
which the Rev. Mr. Jacobs feelsis 
due only partly to the depression, 
will be considered at the next 
meeting of the credit association 
on June 20.

Co-operation of doctors has 
proved a valuable aid in the col- 
lection of accounts and the asso- 
ciation is considering amplifying 
its activities so as to collect bills

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Degrees were awarded to 330 
students at the hundred and four- 
teenth annual commencement exer- 
‘cises of St. Louls University, held 
this morrfing in the university gym- 
nasium, 3673 West Pine boulevard. 

The graduates, and members of 
the faculty, marched in academic 


procession from the Administration 
Building, Grand and West Pine 
boulevards, to the gymnasium. In- 
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cluded in the procession were grad - 
uates of the university’s corporate 
colleges. 

The commencement address was 
by the Rev. William J. McGucken, 
S. J., regent of the School of Edu- 
cation, who spoke of the function 
of education in the present world 
crisis. 


Modern education, dominated by 
science, has been found wanting in 
the present situation, Father Mc- 
Gucken said. “Science has brought 
the machine into the world, and the . 
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Frankenstein. Modern education 
has proclaimed its own value in 
dollars and cents. It has vaunted its 
ability to send forth ‘doers and get- 
ters’ and its products find little to 
do and less to get in this year of 
grace, 1932.” 
Education for All. 


The American idea of offering a 
secondary, arid if possible, a univer- 
sity education to all the children of 
all the people, said Father Me- 
Gucken, ig one of the greatest so- 
cial experiments the world has 
seen, but in the essentials of educa- 
tion, the training of mind and soul, 
“has too often been a ghastly and 
colossa! failure.” 

The problem, he said, is to create 
a synthesis of ideas, words, facts 
and things, into a unity which win 
lift the student out of his imme- 
diate environment and give him a 
broader hoizon. In any such sys- 
tem, he said (philosophy must play 
a large part. 

By philosophy, Father McGucken 
said, he did not mean the “empty 
shards of scholasticism, syllogistic 
cliches that serve as stepping stones 
to foregone conclusions,” but “such 
a fearless investigation of ideas and 
facts, and words and things, as wil) 
Color all life. 

“The man who undergoes such 
discipline,” he continued, “will be 
enabled to meet all the problems 
of the changing world unafraid, not 
because he has the solutions al- 
ready solved in a mental answer 
book, but because fis mind ana 
soul have been steeled for conflict.” 

Sense of Spirtiual Values. 
“To do this adequately, Father 
McGucken said, “philosophy must 
be joined with religion. The Jesuit 
educator, he said, makes no apology 
for so indoctrinating his students, 
but seeks to add,to instruction in 
arts and science the notion of an 
unchanging standard of morality, 
and the ideas of duty and respon- 
sibility to an omnipotent God. 
“You have been givén a sense 
ot spiritual values,” he said, “and, 
believe me, it is the only thing that 
will save you or the world in the 
present crisis. You are going out 
into a world that is sick unto 
death. Courage is needed, high 
courage to face life in the modern 
world that offers so little in ma- 
terial prosperity. But intellectual 
and spiritual possegsions are yours. 
Happiness can be found in high 
and noble living, contentment in 
the things of the mind. -Life flings 
its gauntiet at your feet today. Win 
you dare to go forth to battle and 
to fashion and reshape the world, 


your world?”

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CHILEAN SOCIALIST JUNTA 
UNDECIDED ON SEIZURE OF 
PLANTS OF NITRATE COMBINE 


Statement That Action Will Be Delayed Is 
Withdrawn—Anti-Church Parades 
in the Capital.

SANTIAGO, Chile, June 7.—The 
$375,000,000 Chilean nitrate com- 
bine, the religious question and re- 
ports of a counter revolt in the 
southern provinces occupied the at- 
tention of the Socialist junta, now 
in control of Chile today. Cosach, 


the notrate combine, is controlled 
by capitalists of the United States. 

The Finance Ministry last night 
issued a statement that the Gov- 
ernment would not take any steps 
to confiscate the Cosach properties 
until a committee of experts had 
made a thorough study of the ni- 
trate problem and the question had 
been submitted to the new Con- 
gress which is expected to be con- 
véned in November. 

Early today, however, the Gov- 
ernment issued a retraction of this 
statement, and this presumably left 
the Cosach matter as it was yester- 
day when the Government indicat- 
ed it would proceed to take it over 
immediately. 

United States Ambassador Cul- 
bertson conferred with Carios Da- 
vila, leader of the junta last night, 
discussing informally the outlook 
for foreign interests. The Ambas- 
sador said Davila was reassuring 
that foreigners and their interests 
would be treated with the fullest 
consideration. 

Anti-Church , Parades. 

The public feeling took an anti- 
religious turn yesterday. Grouvs 
paraded through the streets shout- 
ing “Down with the nuns!” A Sis- 
ter Gertrudis, who formerly was 
Sara Villegas of Los Angeles, Cal., 
said she and other nuns at Santa 
Rosa Academy had been ejected by 
the Government.

United States State Department to 
Delay Recognition. 
By the Associateu Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 7.—Recog- 
nition of the new Socialist regime 
of Chile will not be accorded by the 
United States until Secretary of 
State Stimson has had time to 
study official reports of the revolt 
which took control from the Gov- 
ernment of President Montero. 

Stimson said yesterday he would 
“not be hurried” into a decision and 
stood on the points he laid down in 
September, 1930, in which he 
recognized three revolutionary gov- 
ernments of South America. He 
said then that Peru, Bolivia and 
Argentina must declare their inten- 
tion “to fulfill respective interna- 
tional obligations and to hold in 
due course elections to regularize 
their status.” 

The plan of Davila, who formerty 
was Ambassador to the United 
States, is something new in South 
American politics. His intentions 
have not been clarified here, and 
the State Department is in doubt 
as to his reported dctermination to 
confiscate foreign property. If 
such is true, Stimson will not recog- 
nize the new Chilean Government 
and this Government is expected to 
oppose any attempt to establish 
such a regime. 


AUSTRALIA QUITS COSTLY OIL 
VENTURE IN SHALE FIELDS 


Government's Attempts Like Those 
of Private Concerns Prove 
Financial Failure. 

By the Associated Press. 

SYDNEY, Australia, June 7. — 
Attempts of the Australian Gov- 
ernment to extract payable petro- 
leum from the great deposits of 
shale at Newnes, near here, have 
failed, primarily because the Gov- 
ernment has not sufficient money 
to continue with the enterprise. For 
many years the shale fields have 
been exploited with only one re- 
sult, financial failure. 

The latest venture, however, had 
the backing of Government. Mod- 
ern methods of oil extraction were 
introduced and a big distributing 
organization was created at great 
cost. The result has been the same 
and the works have been closed 
down. The Government is now try- 
ing to sell its plant, leases and as- 
sets. 

Search for oil in Northern State 
of Queensland has proceeded vig- 
orously, but results have been dis- 


appointing. To date Queensland's 
oil production has been entirely 
from natural gas, and has deen 
from the bores in the town of Ro- 
ma. The production so far has 
never paid more than working ex- 
penses.

T is a popular delusion, much cher- 

ished by militarists, that our past wars 
were forced upon us..

But the “war hawks” suc- 
ceeded in getting us to declare war, and 
eur first move was to send an army into 
Canada. Later in the war, as might 
have been expected, England invaded 
our territory. This is the only instance 
on record of a foreign Power invading 
our territory. 

It is a significant fact which militar- 
ists never mention that never in ouf en- 
tire history (except as stated above) has 
an attempt been made to invade our 
shores. But a stil] more significant and 
startling fact is that we have forcibly 
entered the territory of other countries 
about 40 times! These facts reveal the 
whole situation in its true Nght. Behind 
the smoke screen of national defense, we 
have maintained an unnecessarily large 
army and navy which have been used 
repeatedly for purposes of aggression and 
conquest. We have been deluded. We

In Behalf of Low-Paid Federal Workers. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch : 

HERE is a lot of false economy in 

the propaganda being put out just 
now by certain interests on the subject 
of governmental economy. I refer to the 
wholesale attack being made on the Fed- 
One would infer from 
the propaganda that al! the employes are 
lot and parcel of a huge sinecure racket. 
Such is not the case. Most of the under- 
employes are modestly paid, have to do 
a days work and are conscientious and 
honest in their duty. They are essentia! 
to the upkeep of valuable and absolutely 
indispensable public services. 

It may be there are people on the 
Government payrolls who are not essen- 
tial to the public interest, Dut they are 
net to be found among the little fellows 
who do the work in the trenches, and | 
are mostly in the salary range of $1200 
to $2500 per year. During the last 10 
years, there has been a systematic re- 
duction in the forces of the regular es- 
tablishments of the Government within 
the small wage grade. Still, if the Con- 
gress is swept by propagandized economy 
hysteria tnto a foolish move rashly to 
slash appropriations, it will not reach the 
surplus high-salary jobs. Political ap- 
pointees without number could be elim- 
inated and their work of executive ad- 
ministration carried on by civil service 
employes. who really do it in fact.

During the same year, the United States spent some 
$60,000,000 in the vain effort to entores our dry laws, 
and forfeited revenue, based on Canadian consump 
tion and rates, of $500,000,000, or half the amount to 
be raised in the tax bill just passed by Congress. 

In Canada, the price of distilled liquor is $4 a 
quart, of which the central government takes in taxes 
$2.25 to $2.50, and the provincial stores 75 cents. 

In the United States, the price per quart ranges as 
high as $10 to $12, of which the Government gets 
nothing, profits going to the underworld and to cor- 
rupt officials. 

By a system of sensible Government control, Can- 
ada has watched the consumption of hard liquor de- 
cline, from a pre-war figure of 5,000,000 gallons by a 
population of 8,000,000, to 2,500,000 gallons in 1931 
by a population of 10,000,000. 7 

Deprived of good beer and light wines, the peo 
ple of our country are turning more and more to gin 
and whisky for stimulation. f 

Some 3250, 000,000 was collected by Canada in tour- 
ist revenue last year, and most of it was contributed 
by Americans who crossed the border to enjoy Ca- 
nadian liquor. 

Convictions for drunkenness, violation of the liquor 
laws and driving while intoxicated fell off in Canada 
during 1931, as did also deaths from alcoholism. 

This country, theoretically dry, witnesses wide 
spread law violation, increasing drunkenness, more 
deaths caused by intoxicated drivers and poisonous 
booze. 

Canadian provinces, instead of promoting the sale 
of liquor, are curbing its use. They refuse to sell to 
unemployed persons, or to persons receiving char- 
itable relief. 

By legal prohibition, the United States is promoting 
the consumption of liquor by giving it the lure of 
forbidden fruit. 

Such are the distinctions between common sense 
and nonsense. 

Is it any wonder that John D. Rockefeller Jr., who 
gave $350,000 to the Anti-Saloon League, admits na- 
tional prohibition to be a failure and enlists under 
the banner of Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler? 

Or that the Republican and Democratic parties, 
which hold their national conventions in Chicago this 
month, are disposed to adopt identical planks for the 
purpose of submitting this issue to the people?

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CHILE’S SOCIALISTIC REVOLUTION. . 

Chile undertakes novel and drastic measures for 
the treatment of ills which it shares, though in mag- 
nified form, with other countries. Shrunken foreign 
markets, unemployment, maldistribution of wealth, 
budget deficits and a large foreign debt, whose sery- 
ice requires 32.2 per cent of the Government’s reve- 
nues, are among Chile’s troubles. A new economic 
and social regime is promised as the successor to 
the system which the new order displaces. 
The coup follows the outline of Carlos Davila’s 
manifesto, issued two months ago, in which he urged 
his country to “a trial of state Sotialism adapted to 
our national peculiarities.” The former Ambassador 
to this country, who was never catalogued as a rad- 
ical during his stay here, felt that the time was ripe 
for the Government to “take over all means of pro 
duction and distribution.” 
The junta seems to realize the practical difficulties 
confronting its realization of the Socialist dream of 
a perfect state. It will seek more equitable distribu- 
tion of wealth and income by taxation and not by 
confiscation. It will take over Chile's productive 
sources and capitalist enterprises but, possibly profit- 
ing by Mexico's failure with its petroleum law, will 
exercise tolerance toward foreign interests, excepting 
the nitrate combine. A relic of feudalism will vanish 
with the division and colonization of large estates on 
which no taxes are paid, a procedure followed in 
Mexico’s agrarian reform. 
The foundation of its program the junta announces 
as a desire to “grant the poorer classes the health 
and welfare to which they have a legitimate right 
as the builders of all riches.” The plight of the “for- 
gotten man,” thus becomes the special responsibility 
of Chile’s new order.

Gov. Roosevelt and Mayor Walker

VER since the Seabury investigation has 
E been under way, Gov. Roosevelt's friends 
have been explaining his aloofness on 
the ground that he had a judicial duty to 
perform. Under the law, the Governor has 
the power to remove the officials who are 
being investigated by Mr. Seabury, and it 
would, therefore, have been improper, they 
say, for Mr. Roosevelt to lend his support 
to a crusade against corruption. 
Apparently, however, it is proper for the 
Governor to denounce those who are crusad- 
ing against corruption, and to impugn their 
motives. Thus when Dr. Holmes and Rabbi 
Wise asked for the removal of officials who 
had made a very bad showing in the Seabury 
investigation, the Governor savagely at- 
tacked, not the discredited officials, but 
Messrs. Holmes and Wise. 
Now he is attacking Mr. Seabury. The 
attack is slightly veiled. It does not come 
from the Governor himself. It comes from 


some anonymous person who has issued a 
Written statement 


from ‘the Governor's 
home. In this statement the charge is made 
that Mr. Seabury is a presidential candidate, 


that he set a political trap for Mr. Roose- 
velt, and that Mr. Seabury has been hurting 
instead of helping the cause of good gov- 
ernment. 


This disposes rather thoroughly of the 


pretense that Gov. Roosevelt's actions in the 
face of corruption in New York have been 
governed solely by a calm judicial spirit. 
There is nothing calm about a man who 
loses his temper so promptly. so completely 
and so often. There is nothing judicial about 
a man who leu it be known that he dis- 
trusts the investigator of corruption as @ 
possible rival for the presidential nomina- 
tion.

in Franklin D. Roosevelt's mental processes 
throughout this affair.

As soon as Miss Finley saw the 
dummy she was virtually certain 
that West's double was based on 
a holding of the three missing 
trumps, with which West felt sure 
of taking two tricks. So she 
planned accordingly. There was 
only one possible chance for her 
to limit him to one trick apd thus 
make the contract. That was by 
finding his distribution such that 
he would have to follow suit on 
four rounds of hearts and three 
each of clubs and diamonds. So 
she sought that break, and the 
gods of chance rewarded her.

Declarer immediately contended 
that this showed West that East 
had the ace, if West's king was 
from the king-queen, which it was. 
He therefore claimed the right to 
exact a penalty for this “unaythor- 
ized information.”

East might argue that, if he 
played a Small card and the de- 
clarer did not beat the king, that 
mere fact would show where the 
ace was, but he would not be cpr- 
rect; declarer, holding the ace-jack, 
might deliberately hold up the ace 
in the hope that West's second lead 
would be another heart, giving de- 
clarer two tricks in the suit. 

East also might contend that 
such a question about the owner- 
ship of the king could be asked just 
in a careless Way, as a mere mat- 
ter of desiring to know, even if he 
did not have the ace. That would 
be specious argument, because it 
would be based on facts different 
from those actually existing. 

The fact of the matter is that 
East did have the ace, and his part- 
ner would naturally interpret his 
question as indicating he had ft.

Probably the most ommon cause 
in improper training, and Improper 
diet follows as a close second. 

The child early should be trained 
to proper stool habits. The dest 
time ig after it has had its fitst 
morning mehl. 

The gastro - intestinal tract is 
stimulated into activity when food 
is taken into the stomach. 

When training begins, evacuation 
may be stimulated by the Insertion 
of a simple glycerin suppository. 
The infant whose bdéwel move- 
ments are delayed and who has 
great difficulty with them evidently 
is not receiving the proper diet. 
However, it is not wise to experi- 
ment With the child's ‘feeding. 
Instead the matter should 
called to the attention of the at- 
tending physician, who on the basis 
of his fitst-hand knowledge of the 
child, can alter the child’s diet and 
feeding routine. 

In older children constipation 
may sometimes be remedied by the 
addition of roughagé to the diet. 
This miay be served in the form of 
fruits and leafy vegetables. Mo- 
lasses and figs make accéptable af- 
ter meal sweets and Help in consti- 
pation. 

‘Fats such as butter, cream and 
cod liver oil also help to overcome 
constipation.
